FORCED TO CLOSE U P. 
K a n s a s Cit y, M o., Jan. 20.—Monday 
was one of the most exciting days 
financially in the history of Kansas 
City. 
The American National Bank 
at Eighth and Delaware streets failed 
for $2,500,000. although its nominal as­ 
sets are in excess of that sum. The 
bank is capitalized for $1,200,000. The 
two branches of the bank—one at the 
Stock Yards Exchange and the other 
on Union avenue—were likewise both 
closed Monday morning, and quite an 
anxious crowd of depositors were stand­ 
ing around the doom. 
At neither of 
them could any information be ob­ 
tained. 
The 
suspension 
of 
the 
Ameri­ 
can 
National 
is 
said 
to 
have 
been 
occasioned 
by a heavy loan 
which it made recently, and which so 
depleted its funds that it was unable to 
get together enough to meet the de­ 
mands of depositors. The bank asked 
for a loan of $1,000,000, depending on 
its high credit for such aid. Instead, 
the clearing-house committee, after sit­ 
ting on the m atter till 3 o’clock a. rn., 
was forced to refuse, after which sus­ 
pension became inevitable. 
The examination made by the com­ 
mittee from the other banks showed 
that the bank owed $1,200,000 to depos­ 
itors and $300,000 to banks from which 
it had recently borrowed money to 
meet the demands of depositors. To 
offset this it had on hand $400,000 in 
Cash and sight exchange and nominal 
assets to 
the 
amount 
of 
nearly 
$1,500,000. 
In going over this col­ 
lateral the bankers threw out a consid­ 
erable amount as not worth consider­ 
ing. 
About $1,200,000 remained. This 
they decided was not sufficient for a 
loan. 
S everal of the bankers, knowing 
that the stockholders would be liable 
for any loss that might be sustained 
should this security not prove ample for 
the loan, were in favor of leaking it 
anyhow. 
President Stimson, in explaining why 
there was not more acceptable collat­ 
eral, stated that, in order to get a loan 
of $800,000 from Eastern correspond­ 
ents, the bank had been obliged to 
hypothecate its best securities. 
He 
said that the collateral pledged for 
these loans was largely in excess of the 
amount borrowed. As the committee 
was unable to see this collateral it did 
not consider it. 
The failure was caused by distrust. 
For weeks there have been rumors to 
the effect that the bank was unsafe. 
The quarterly statement made by the 
American National October 2 showed 
that it 
had 
nearly 
$5,000,000 
on 
deposit. 
The 
distrust 
caused 
by 
the 
failures 
in 
the 
East, added 
to 
reports 
set 
in 
circulation ad­ 
verse to the bank, caused its deposits to 
fall off between the statement of Oc­ 
tober 2 and that of December 19. The 
deposits December 18 were shown by 
the statement of that date to have been 
about $3,000,000. 
More than half of 
these were draw n out up to last Satur­ 
day night. 
It is the opinion of the banker® who 
examined 
the American’s collateral 
that the stockholders’ loss, while it may 
be heavy, will not be total. Very little 
of the stock is held here, most of it 
being in the hands of wealthy Eastern 
men, among them being Secretary of 
State James G. Blaine, who is reputed 
to own $50,000 worth of it. 
President ll. P. Stimson has made the 
following statement: 
T he hank naturally experienced a heavy 
shrinkage in hulloes* and deposits owing to the 
recent long-continued and almost unprecedent 
ed stringency. Our shrinkage was especially 
great on account of the large volume of coun­ 
try business handled. During the last nicety 
days 
we 
collected 
considerably 
over 
81,000,000 and paid 
off 
deposits 
amount­ 
ing 
to 
nearly 
83,000 OOO. 
About 
two 
weeks ago we reached our lowest point, 
and since then steadily recovered, and last 
Thursday morning we n^pde an excellent show­ 
ing and were in an easier condition than for 
nearly two months, with every prospect of con 
tinued Improvement in spite of the fact that 
certain malicious rumors bad been lndustri 
ously circulated for some time among our 
depositors and correspondents. A little later, 
among 
other 
things 
a 
clearing-house 
meeting was called without our knowledge 
and the other banks voluntarily offered us as 
slst&nce if needed. Unfortunately this meet­ 
ing became publicly known, causing Increased 
rumors, which resulted in a run Friday and 
Saturday, aud we then applied to the clearing 
house for the aid which it had offered, hut we 
failed to agree on a plan of assistance and Con 
sequents we were obliged to close up.” 
The fact of the bank being closed hac 
a somewhat depressing effect on other 
bankers in the packing-house district* 
all of whom experienced more or lass 
of a run, but none Were embarrassed 
by it. A run on the Kansas City Safe 
Deposit and 
Savings Bank, which 
was supposed to be connected with 
the American National, took place and 
continued all day. At the hour of closing 
the 
crowd 
of 
depositors waiting 
their turn was larger than during the 
morning. To all appearances the bank 
has plenty of money, and it is the gen 
eral opinion of those in a position to 
know that the bank is all right and that 
there is no occasion for the scare. 


T he House Devotes a W hole Session to 
Discussion of th e Jo u rn a l—Proceedings 
in th e Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 20.—The intention 
of the Democrats of the House to resort 
to obstructive tactics until a determina­ 
tion of the Senate on the elections bill 
was manifested Monday morning when 
Mr. Bland (Mo.) demanded the reading 
of Saturday's proceedings In full, in ­ 
stead of its abbreviated form. 
But the 
journal being short its reading con­ 
sumed very little time. 
Mr. Mills (Tex.) moved an amend­ 
ment to the journal relative to the re­ 
fusal of the chair to recognize his mo­ 
tion to reconsider the vote by which 
Friday’s journal was approved. 
The Speaker (regarding the proposed 
amendment as not proper) recognized 
Mr. Cannon’s (111.) demand for the pre­ 
vious question. 
On a standing vote the 
demand was rejected—yeas, 72; nays, 
75—but 
the 
Republicans 
gathered 
strength and seconded the demand— 
yeas, 130; nays, 102. 
Thereupon Mr. Springer (111.) took 
the floor under the rule allowing forty 
minutes’ debate after the ordering of 
the previous question. 
A running de­ 
bate ensued for five hours, when the 
journal was approved by a vote of 137 
to 101. The House then adjourned. 
In the Senate Senator Gorman (Md.) 
argued against the correctness of a 
ruling of the Vice-President during 
Friday’s session to the effect that an ap­ 
peal from a decision was not debatable 
because the question itself on which 
the decision was made (a motion to lay 
on the table) was an undebatable one. 
The discussion was kept up until 12:30, 
when Senator Gorman withdrew hi9 
motion. The journal of Friday was ap­ 
proved and morning business was pro­ 
ceeded with. 
Senator George (Miss.) took the floor 
in opposition to the elections bill, but 
after speaking for some time yielded to 
Senator Hoar (Mass.), who moved that 
the adjournment be till 12 o’clock to­ 
day 
in 
order 
to 
give 
Senators 
who desired to attend the funeral 
of 
Mr. 
Bancroft 
an 
opportunity 
to do so. 
He added that Mr. Bancroft 
was perhaps 
the 
most 
illustrious 
man of letters (with one or two 
exceptions) in the country. He had a 
peculiar relation to the people of the 
United States by reason of the fact 
that he was everywhere recognized 
as the great historian of the great eras 
of the foundation and achievement 
of American 
independence 
and of 
the formation of the constitution. Mr. 
Bancroft’s name had been honored by 
the Senate in a w ay in which no other 
name had been, by a special permission 
that he should be admitted to the floor 
of the Senate at all times. The motion 
was agreed to. 
Senator George then resumed his 
speech, but without concluding yielded 
for a motion to go into executive ses­ 
sion and the Senate soon adjourned.

Ives, Hoza B. Perkins, Hon. A. P. 
Fitch, Colonel Charles Marshall, Gen­

Colonel 
Dickinson made the opening address, 
and the fellowing toasts were responded 
to:

m ent.” As Colonel Marshall took his 
seat Thomas A. Young sprung to a 
table and shouting at the top of his 
voice said that he wished to pledge the 
energy of every member of the ex-Con­ 
federate Veteran Camp to complete the 
monument of General Grant. His sen­ 
tim ent was loudly applauded. The en­ 
tire body arose and in silence drank the 
memory of this great General of the 
North. 
Auother agreeable surprise was the 
presence of Miss Winnie Davis, “The 
Daughter of the Confederacy.” 
She 
graced with her presence this first 
ual dinner of 
this Confederate 
ran 
camp. 
At 
the

th# dinner she entered the banquet 
hall on the arm of Commander Dick­ 
inson, the 
presiding officer of the 
evening, and 
accompanied 
ky 
the 
Duchess d’Auxy. 
Her Entrance was 
the signal for an outburst of applause, 
and the banqueters, rising to their feet, 
greeted the fair guest with a rebel yell 
which was given with a will and an en­ 
ergy not equaled since the days of ’OS. 
She and the Duchess occupied a seat of 
honor at the commanders side. 
BaltTmorb, Md., Jan. 20.—The anni­ 
versary of the birthday of General Rob­ 
ert E. Lee had a most enthusiastic cel­ 
ebration here Monday night. General 
Wade Hampton was the lion of the 
evening. In the course of his very few 
rem arks Senator Hampton said:

couldn’t get along without Maj. Lawler, 
and Lawler was shrewd enough to see 
his way to a life position. 
W ith the 
brevet of lieutenant colonel for faithful 
and meritorious services during a war \ 
in which he had not once heard the 
whistle of a bullet, ho was presently an­ 
nounced as transferred to the permanent 
establishment and duly commissioned 
one of tho array of officers of tho regular 
army. 
At this time his sole acquaintance with

Secure in his position, abste­ 
mious, frugal and even niggardly, he had 
no small vices on which to trip. Life to 
him was one long contemplation of tho 
failings of his fellow men. 
And this was the gentleman who, 
being on some temporary investigation 
within the lines of the department, had 
received telegraphic orders to proceed at 
once to Ryan and look into the matters 
thus loudly heralded by 
the 
press. 
Standing not upon the order of his go­ 
ing, ho had taken the first traiu aud 
reached tho post at nightfall, eager to 
begin.
